ses pamphlet, published by the Archer Board of Trade, gives 
in condensed form, facts and photographs concerning Archer: 
and its surrounding country which should be of interest and value to 
prospective settlers in this State. 


By referring to the map of Florida on the back cover, the location 
of Archer will be seen to be slightly above the center of the State, 
eighty-five miles southwest of Jacksonville, about one hundred and 
fifty miles north of Tampa, forty miles from Cedar Key on the Gulf 
coast, and about ninety miles from the Atlantic Ocean. 


Gainesville, the county seat of Alachua County, in which Archer 
is located, is fifteen miles to the northeast and is easily reached by 
both rail and hard-surfaced highway. 

The two great railroad systems of the State, the Atlantic Coast 
Line and the Seaboard Air Line, cross at Archer, furnishing transpor- 
tation in all directions at competitive rates, a feature of interest both

to the shipper and the traveling public. During the vegetable ship- 
ping season, special trains are put on, handling the vegetables prompt- 
ly and getting them off to the Northern markets without delay. 


The section of the State in which Archer is situated is high, roll- 
ing pine land, at an elevation of about one hundred feet above sea 
level, occasionally sloping to open prairies, near the center of which 
are lakes of clear water. 

Near the lakes, in places, are dense growths of hardwood trees, 
hickory, oak, magnolia, bay, etc. 

The soil is a sandy gray loam resting on clay subsoil at a depth of 
from one to several feet. . 

The land is specially suited to general farming, producing paying 
crops of Sea Island cotton, corn, sweet potatoes, sugar cane, peas, pea- 
nuts, oats, hay, velvet beans, etc.

on in connection with staple farming, the seasons following each 
other just right for the different crops. 


Practically all vegetables can be grown here, but for shipping 
North the following are the surest money-makers: cucumbers, cab- 
bage, pepper, eggplant, tomatoes, watermelons, cantaloupe, lettuce, 
squash, okra, beans, onions and beets. 

The following is an illustration of what can be grown advan- 
tageously on the same piece of land during a year: In the early fall, 
green beans, followed by lettuce or cabbage as a winter crop; in the 
spring, cucumbers or melons, followed by sweet potatoes or hay for 
summer growth. 

This section is the natural home of almost all fruits, among them 
oranges, grapefruit, peaches, figs, pears, plums, persimmons and 
grapes.

here, the fancy paper shell varieties of this nut growing to perfection 
in our soil and commanding a price in the market which the supply 
will probably never lower on account of the limited area in which 
these nuts can be grown. 

Stock farming conditions are ideal, open grazing for the greater 
part of the year, supplemented by easily grown winter crops, such as 
turnips, rape, rye, oats, etc., and an abundant water supply. 


There is a ready demand for cattle, hogs, mules and poultry, all 
of which can be raised ata good margin of profit. 

Climate and seasons here are, probably, as nearly perfect as the 
world affords, and special mention should be made of the summer, 
considered by many of us, the ideal time of the year. Cooling breezes 
from the Gulf of Mexico or the Atlantic Ocean never fail and the 
evenings and nights are invariably pleasant. Prostration from heat 
and sunstroke are unknown here, there being no record of a single
